SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, (AP)— 
President Kennedy set out today 
to translate a personal triumph

Jose” 
which Kennedy said he 
hoped would help “improve the 
life of our peoples’ ’ and “ in­ 
crease our capacity to prevent 
the infiltration of Cuban agents, 
money and propaganda” into tile 
nations of the Western Hemis­ 
phere. 
The U.S. president told his col­ 
leagues at the opening conference 
session: “We will build a wall 
around CXiba—not a wall of mor­ 
tar or brick or barbed wire b u t 
a wall of dedicated men deter­ 
mined to protect their own free­ 
dom and soverignty.” 
The Soviet news agency Tass, 
commenting on these words, said 
they “ conceal a desire to form a 
common front of the reactionary 
forces of the states which are de­ 
pendent on the United States for 
fresh aggression against Cuba. 
Kennedy charged that “the So­ 
viet Union through its Cuban pup­ 
pets absorbed the Cuban nation 
into its despotic empire—and it 
now seeks to extend its rule to 
the shores of continental Ameri­ 
ca.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — When, lf 
ever, are the '60s going to soar? 
Maybe they’ll take off about 
1965. if we have good luck and 
lower taxes. Once aloft, the econ­ 
omy could be swept into the 1970s 
on the updraft of an unprecedent­ 
ed wave of family formation. 
So says Walter W. Heller, chair­ 
man of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, who recently 
observed that up to now this dec­ 
ade could be called th* “ slightly 
soggy 60s.” 
Ever sine* the baby binge that 
followed World War II, experts 
have been predicting a business 
boom in the 1960s. The baby crop 
would mature, marry, and set off 
widening waves of demand by 
houses, choosing furnk 
I tura, buying cart and television 


set*, and starting its own crop of those who study population trends 
babies. 
Now the seers are less certain. 
Too many newcomers to the labor 
market are finding the “no vacan­ 
cy” sign up. The real tidal wave 
of young jobhunters hasn’t yet ar­ 
rived. 
If the oncoming millions don’t 
find employment, the soaring ’60s 
could turn out to be the slumping 
60s. with ever-quickening automa­ 
tion diminishing the job opportuni­ 
ties for a swiftly growing labor 
force 
Dr Heller is optimistic. The big 
push of family formation, he told 
an interviewer, apparently will de­ 
velop three or four years from 
now, and it should be an economic 
blessing rather than a burden. 
Originally most demographer*— 


and their effects—judged that the 
economic impact of family forma­ 
tion would be felt by 1964 or 1965. 
Today there is less agreement on 
the timing, but the experts still 
believe that the stork brings pros­ 
perity. 
Some predict the lift will be de­

Justice Goldberg, who wrote the 
majority opinion, emphasized that 
a full transcript need not be sup 
plied—only a record adequate for 
an appeal. Justices White, Clark, 
Harlan and Stewart dissented. 
In the Florida case, 
Gideon 
asked for appointment by the trial 
court of an attorney to defend 
him but was told Florida law re 
quires 
appointment 
of 
counsel 
only in capital caaes. 
Gideon appealed to the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court on grounds he had 
thus been denied due process and 
equal protection of law as required 
by the constitution. 
Gideon asked reversal of a 1942 
decision by the Supreme Court 
that a poor man is constitutional­ 
ly entitled to have a lawyer ap­ 
pointed to defend him in state 
courts in criminal cases only if 
there are special circumstances. 
Black said the court agreed that 
the 1942 decision bad to be over­ 
turned.

The farmer, J. C. Sharpe, turn­ 
ed his 250-acre farm near Lafay­ 
ette 
into 
a 
recreation 
center 
which he named “ Dizzy-Land. Hie 
department said he is working 
fewer hours and making about 
double 
the 
amount he earned 
from a 32-cow dairy herd. 
Sharpe has six ponds totaling 
40 acres of water and a 75-acre 
recreation area consisting of a 
golf course, a playground, picnic 
tables, a concession stand and a 
meeting place for clubs and other 
organizations. 
He also has two softball fields 
and facilities for games such as 
horseshoes, badminton and shuffle 
board. Swings, rides, games and 
all equipment on the recreational 
grounds are homemade. Sharpe 
used 
old farm 
equipment and 
timber from the farm to build 
them. 
The department said Sharpe 
caters mainly to church groups, 
family reunions and clubs. How­ 
ever, individuals and small groups 
are welcomed. He charges ad­ 
mission—IO cents a person—to the 
recreation area, and a 50-cent fee 
for golfing or fishing.

No one had told him he would 
hav e to fight off eerie white creat­ 
ures while they forced anesthesia 
on him. When he called out for his 
parents, they were not there. How 
could he believ e he would ev er be 
rturned to them? 
From the childs p o i n t v iew 
he was tricked, b e t r a y e d and 
deserted by whose w horn he had al­ 
way s trusted. Imagine the terror 
in his heart. 
Fortunately , to day ’s y oung pa­ 
tient can hav e a to tally different 
hospital ex perience. He 
is 
told 
calmly and frankly why he needs 
the operation and what he can ex ­ 
pect at the hospital. Ev ery thing is 
discussed ahead of time .. the nur- 
nes, the purpose of the masks 
the anethesia, ev en tile fact that his 
throat, will be sore afterwards. He 
go es to the operating room knowing 
he will soon be r e t u r n e d to his 
parents. He know's what to ex pect. 
He leav es the hospital with his 
parents with no feeling of resent­ 
ment. He go es on to an unev entful 
reco v ery remarkably free of emo 
tional disturbance or lasting hurt. 
If y our child faces a to nsillec­ 
tomy , here is how y ou can make 
the ex perience easier for him. II 
go es without say ing that these rul­ 
es apply to o t h e r operations as 
well. 
1) Tell him that his tonsils must 
co me out so he will hav e fewer 
colds 
2) It is the unknown that fright­ 
ens children. 
Try to 
anticipate 
and ex plain those things that might 
confuse or frighten him. 
3) Don’t let him see y o u r an 
x iety or he will worry , too. 
4) Ex plain that anesthesia is to 
spare him pain. 
5) Tell him the sore throat after­ 
wards will get better each day . 
6) Try to arrange to stay o v er­ 
night with him. If this is not po s­ 
sible, reassure him that y ou will

serted its right to pass on the con­ 
stitutionality of acts of Congress 
and state leg islatures.

Succeeding 
generations

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—The 
Su­ 
preme Court is filling a vacuum 
in American government by pro­ 
tecting people’s rights when Con­ 
gress or state legislatures fail to 
do so or fail to undo what has 
become unfair. 
it has been criticized for assert­ 
ing such authority. But in recent 
years it has not been deterred. 
The principle is not new. It’s now 
160 years since the court first 
claimed such authority. 
Three prime examples: 
1. In 1954 it outlawed segrega­ 
tion in public schools. 
2. One year ago it moved to 
give city people their fair propor­ 
tion of representation in 
state 
legislatures. 
3. Monday, in the logical next 
step after the 1962 decision, it 
said each person’s vote must count 
as much as any other’s in state­ 
wide elections. 
In 1803 Chief Justice John Mar­ 
shall—by simply saying the 
Su­ 
preme Court had the authority—as­ 
serted its right to pass on the con­ 
stitutionality of acts of Congress 
and state legislatures. 
Until then such authority of the 
court was questionable. It had 
never been spelled out. Marshall 
was criticized but the principle 
stuck. 
Succeeding generations of Su­ 
preme Court justices had not al­ 
ways been willing to throw their 
weight around. Some seemed more 
influenced by the climate of their 
time than by strict constitutional 
considerations. 
For example: In 1896 the court 
gave its famous “separate but 
equal” rule. This said it was not 
unconstitutional for state laws to 
segregate Negroes in public places 
provided the treatment they got 
equalled that given whites. 
It became increasingly unequal 
until Negroes wound up treated 
as second-class citizens. But Con­ 
gress, despite growing protests, 
for more than half a century re­ 
fused to undo that 1896 ruling by 
declaring segregation unlawful. 
The Supreme Court stepped into 
this national vacuum in 1954 with 
the public school decision which 
in effect said the 1896 decision was 
wrong. The 1954 decision then had 
the effect of law. 
Once this step was taken, the 
door was open to other court ac­ 
tion against segregation in other 
areas. 
In the last century people liv­ 
ing 
in 
the 
country 
far 
out­ 
numbered 
city-dwellers. 
They 
therefore justly had more repre­ 
sentation 
in 
state 
legislatures. 
This was based on representation 
in proportion to numbers. 
As the population shifted and 


more people lived in cities than 
in the country, state legislatures 
should have changed in complex­ 
ion with city people having the 
greater number of representatives.

A candidate getting 
the largest number of votes in a 
county got all its units. 
The state has a total of 410 
units. The man getting a majority 
of them wins the election. But—a 
man in a statewide election could 
get a majority of the votes in the 
whole state but still lose the elec­ 
tion.

A leader of the Printers said 
he will join publishers and other 
union heads today at a City Hall 
meeting to review where ail par­ 
ties stand in the dispute, now in 
its 110th day.

Typographical 
Union local, said he would at­ 
tend the meeting “only out of 
courtesy to the mayor, but we 
consider our 
presence unneces 
sary in view of the p r o g r e s s 
made this far.” 
Mayor Ralph S. Lodher sum­ 
moned representatives of manage 
ment and all ll newspaper unions 
in an effort to study the blackout 
against the morning Plain Dealer 
and the afternoon Press and News. 
The Printers, described as 
key to solving the strike, bar­ 
gained for more than IO hours 
Monday. The progress was report­ 
ed by Hilpert, who said: 
“Progress has been made in the 
overall picture of economic issues 
and it looks very much brighter 
. . . . but no satisfactory agree 
ment has been reached.” 
The Printers, representing about 
650 employes at both newspapers 
were reported to be $9 to $10 apart 
on a two-year contract package be 
fore Monday’s session. 
Other unions on strike are the 
Mailers, an ITU affiliate which 
resumes negotiations today, and 
the Machinists Union, which re 
turns

G eorg e Rom ney of M ichi­ 
g an and M ay or Jerom e P. C av a­ 
nau g h, was elated when the city 
w as chosen ov er fou r others Mon­ 
day by the USOC board of direc­ 
tors,

‘It’s no secret th a t the 
IOC is heav ily E u ropean flav ored. 
Also, ou r cau se has been hu rt by 
ou r internal battles — first, the 
AAU-NCAA pow er w ar and then 
this fig ht between Los Ang eles and 
D etroit for the site.”

Detroit Seeks 
Olympic Bid 


City Is U.S. Nominee 
For Affair in 1968 


NEW YORK (AP)—The city of 
Detroit has won the opening skir­ 
mish but may lose the battle in 
its bid to hold the 1968 Olympic 
Games. 
Reaffirmed by the U.S. Olympic 
Committee as the American city 
most qualified to make the pitch, 
the world’s motor capital was not 
overly optimistic-over its chances 
of selling itself to the International 
Olympic Committee. 
The Detroit delegation, headed 
by Gov. George Romney of Michi­ 
gan and Mayor Jerome P. Cava­ 
naugh, was elated when the city 
was chosen over four others Mon­ 
day by the USOC board of direc­ 
tors, but the spearhead of the 
drive added a sobering note. 
“We will be definite underdogs 
before the IOC next October,” 
said Fred C. Matthaei, Sr., chair­ 
man of the Detroit Olympic Com­ 
mittee. ‘It’s no secret that the 
IOC is heavily European flavored. 
Also, our cause has been hurt by 
our internal battles — first, the 
AAU-NCAA power war and then 
this fight between Los Angeles and 
Detroit for the site.” 
The IOC is expected to pick the 
1968 Olympic site at its meetipg 
in Nairobi, Kenya, next October. 
Besides Detroit, cities bidding in­ 
clude Mexico City, Buenos Aires, 
Vienna,

Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
made his debut as a courtroom 
lawyer then. 
Before a gallery of Kennedys— 
including the wife of President 
Kennedy—he argued the Georgia 
system was a “ gross and arbi- 
tary discrimination by the state’s 
legislature” 
against 
the 
voting 
power of voters in metropolitan 
areas. 
Kennedy told the court that the 
Georgia system meant that it took 
14 votes in the largest county to 
equal one in the smallest county. 
He said the system, in the opin­ 
ion of the federal government, 
should be struck down “ to help- 
restore some confidence in repre­ 
sentative government.” He em ­ 
phasized that unit 
systems in 
themselves 
might not be objec­ 
tionable, but said they are uncon­ 
stitutional if used to discriminate 
against some voters.

Harlan said retired Justice Fel­ 
ix F ra n k fu rte r had impressively 
shown “one person, one vote” has 
never been the universially ac­ 
cepted political philosophy in Eng­ 
land, the American Colonies or 
the United States. 
Harlan referred to Frankfurter’s 
dissenting opinion in the Tennes­ 
see case last year in which the 
majority held that federal courts 
have the power to say what stand­ 
ards would be fair in state legis­ 
lative districts.
